A MUSLIM’S WORD MUST BE KEPT. 
ISLAMIC DISCIPLINE. 


THERE was constant warfare between the Muslims 
and the unbelieving Quresh. Such Muslims as were 
still at Mecca the head quarters of the Quresh 
were not allowed to migrate to Medina for that 
would add tothe strength of the Prophet.
